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A. IN UNCTAD WE HAVE HAD TO WORK CLOSELY WITH OTHER 
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DEVELOPED COUNTRIES IN ATTEMPTING TO MAINTAIN A COMMON 
POSITION ON THIS DIEFICULT SUBJECT OE TRANSEER OF 
TECHNOLOGY. MANY OTHER DEVELOPED COUNTRIES (E.G., UK, 

ERG, FRANCE, ITALY, JAPAN, SWITZERLAND) WERE AS CONCERNED 
AS THE US ABOUT PRECIPITOUS ACTION WHICH COULD ADVERSELY 
AEFECT THEIR VALUABLE INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY RIGHTS WHICH, 

EOR THE MOST PART, ARE PRIVATELY OWNED. FURTHER, THE 
BRAZILIAN DELEGATE AT THE UNCTAD MEETING IN CORRIDOR 
CONVERSATION WITH USDEL EXPRESSED CONCERN ABOUT MOVING 
AHEAD ON A CODE ONLY ON A REGIONAL INTERAMERICAN BASIS. 

THE COMMON CONCERN AMONG DEVELOPED COUNTRIES NECESSITATED 
TAKING A POSITION WHICH UNDOUBTEDLY HAS BEEN INTERPRETED 
BY SOME LATIN AMERICANS IN ATTENDANCE AT THE UNCTAD IGG 
MEETING AS BEING LESS FORTHCOMING THAN THE US WAS AT THE 
JUNE BRASILIA MEETING. 

B. AS YOU KNOW, RE THE CODE OE CONDUCT OUR PRIMARY 
OBJECTIVE REMAINS THAT THE CODE BE A VOLUNTARY ONE AND 
NOT REPEAT NOT LEGALLY BINDING. AS A PRACTICAL AND LEGAL 
MATTER, WE SEE GREAT DIEFICULTY IN ENFORCING MULTI- 
LATERALLY A CODE OE CONDUCT WITH REGARD TO PRIVATELY- 
OWNED TECHNOLOGY. AS INDICATED IN THE BACKGROUND PAPER 
ON "CODE OE CONDUCT" EOR SUB-GROUP III EOR THE CURRENT 
MEETING AND IN OTHER BACKGROUND DOCUMENTS, OUR POLICY 
HAS BEEN ONE OE ENCOURAGING THE DEVELOPMENT OF REASONABLE 
NATIONAL ANTITRUST LAWS AS A PRACTICABLE MEANS OE 
OVERCOMING OR CONTROLLING THOSE CONTRACTUAL TERMS IN 
TECHNOLOGY TRANSEER WHICH GOVERNMENTS EIND OBJECTIONABLE 
(I.E. RESTRICTIVE BUSINESS PRACTICES). EOR EXAMPLE, THE 
USG DEALS WITH RESTRICTIVE PRACTICES INVOLVING PATENT 
LICENSING AND KNOW-HOW AGREEMENTS UNDER EEDERAL ANTITRUST 
LAWS.
